TheU.S. Defense Department’spolicy banninghomosexuals 


from becoming commissioned officers has sparked little reace - 


tion at UNO, according to officials from the ROTC program. 

“There doesn’t appear to be overwhelming concem about 
discrimination,” sald Lt. Col, Charles Hacker, professor of 
military science at Creighton University. UNO’s Army ROTC 
programisadetachmentofCreighton’s program. Thercisalsoan 
Air Force ROTC program at UNO. 

Hacker said hie belicves awareness at UNO of the military’s 
policy isonly at the interest stage, instead of the more organized 
protest stage scen at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln (UNL) 
andotherschools. Accordingtothe College Press Service(CPS), 
protests have taken place at more than G0 schools nationwide. 

Hacker said there have been a few individual inquiries about 
the military’s policy, but no group protests or complainis. 

“Right now, we're not doing anything,” Hacker said. . 

This is different from recent actions taken by UNL. students 
and faculty, 

Inaddition to campus protests, the UNL academic senate has 


Welchsaid she is angry about the actionsof the yet unknown 
person “because it breeds hate.”

Director not surprised 
about controversy over film

‘Tongues Untied.” 

This film isanon-traditional documentary visionof life inthe 
black, gay community, It aired nationwide last summer on the 
Public Broadcasting System but was banned from approxi- 
mately 17 local affiliated stations, including Nebraska ETV 
QNETV). 

At the panel discussion, Gene Bunge, network program 
manager of NET, cciterated the station’s contention that 
“Tongues Untied” was banned solely as a result of its language 
content. « 

Otherson the pancl disputed thisargumentby noting the film 


DircctorRiggs, who wonan Emmy Award for his firstmajor 


| work, “Ethnic Notions,” said he was in no way surprised by the 


unwillingness of certain stations to air “Tongues Untied.” 

“T didn’t envision the possibility of television because of the 
kindsofidcological and fi nancial constraintsagainst this kindof 
works that it was dealing with subject matter that is considered 
within in our socicly-greatly taboo,” he said.

It was thought wecould get 
scientists’ funding through volunteers whocoutdnotonly donate 
money, but also work,” said Kara Bettigole, Earthwatch publi- 
cist, 

Earthwatch’s affiliate, The Center For Field Research, te- 
ceives more than 400 proposals each year from scholars. The 
center, with its academic advisory board, is a for 
revicw and sclection of projects, 

Once a proposal i isaccepted, it is presented in Earthwatch's

Expedition costs range anywhere from $800 to more than

Such is the case of the UNO Mavericks in 
tho renaissance season of 1991. 

Paul Storbeckranksamong thestand outsof 
the Maverick defense. The fifth-year senior 
defensive tackle currently has $1 tackles, 39 


unassisted, and cight quarterback sacks for 57 | 


yards in fost yardage. 

Storbeck is pleased with his accomplish- 
ments, but docs not think the defensive unit as 
a whole can be overshadowed by one player. 

“Withatcamfikcours, ifyouhaveone goad 
player, the athertcam can take care of him,” tie 
said. “It is hard for an offense to shut down a 
whole defense.” 

Storbeck said the defense has improved 
every week, duc to performances of fellow 
defense members such as Steve Kurtz and 
Radney Bradley, Linebacker Kurtz haslearned 
andadjustedtothesystem quickly. Heleadsthe 
Mavericks with 70 tackles. Storbeck said he 
was also pleased with Bradloy’s nine intercep- 
tions, a UNO record. 

The 6-feot-5, 235-pound Storbeck credits 
the success of this year’s squad to the unity of 
the defense, 

“We allowed ourscives to be coached, we 
listencdand wercopen-minded tosuggestions,” 
he said, 

“We listencd to how the coaches wanted 
things done, and when the opportunity came, 
we made things happen.” 

With the snow-out in Fargo, N.D., Storbeck 
wasdisappointedthe Mavscouldn’tplay against 
the North Dakota State Bison. 

“Itwoutd have been a great game. We were 
prepared to play North Dakota State,” he said. 
“I think it would have helped our playoff 
chances, Now the chances of making the play- 
offs ase slim because wenceded higher-ranked 
teams to fase. It is a disappointment.” 

Storbeck said the highlight of this season 
was the victory over Northem Colorado be- 
cause the team was mentally geared for the 


c. 
“Everybody wasup for that game; there was 
alot of incentive,” he said, ; 
The §-3 Mavs were picked to finish last in 
the North Cenual Conference (NCC) this year. 


Storbeck said the defense’s goal for the scason 
was simply to win. 

“We were picked by all the coaches to finish 
fast. It’s nice to know we can prove they were 
wrong,” he said, 

* Storbeck hopes ths momentum from the 
Norther Colorado game carries for the rest of 
the season. EHe realizes the Mavs cannot rely 
solely on their momentum to win against the 
likes of North Dakota. 

“No team likes to play us because wetend to 
be good on one weck and not’as good on 
another. We're unpredictable,” he said, 

Storbeck wished the Mavs had played with 
the same level of intensity in previous games. 
He said the confidence of the team improved 
with the insurgence of intensity. He cited the 
Momingside game as being uncmotional, and 
the results showed. The Mavs squeaked by 
Morningside, 27-22. Storbeck said after that 
game the team realized they have tobe upevery 
week, 

“I think we gave ourscivesaninsightthat we 
areas goodas we want tobe, Wehavetwomore 
games to prove we're as good as we are,” he 
said, 

Stosbeck has high hopes for UNO football 
after he graduates. 

“T hope the young players come around and 
the vets can maintain or improve,” he said. 
“UNO has an ongoing tradition; we hope to 
build on to it and get the respect we uscd to 
have,” he said, 

Storbeck was recruitcdoutof Omaha Cathe- 
dral High and is among the fast UNO players 
from the Sandy Buda era. He said it is difficult 
to contrast the two coaches he played for be- 
cause cach has a different philosophy. 

“Sandy was an offensive-type coach, while 
Mueller is a defensive-type coach. Their atti- 
tudesare different, butnocoachesarethesame,” 
he said. 

“Tm glad Buda took the chance in recruiting 
me, and I’m glad Mueller didn’t forget me, He 
let me play.”
